But the manipulation or control of
this radioactive substance has well
defined limits, and for certain internal
applications this curative medium has
not been successfully employed for
that reason. As Dr. Kelly expressed
it, an X-ray tube susceptible of nice
control will make it possible to deal
with abdominal cancer, to cover a
arger area needing this method of
attack, and, at the same time, will
afford cheaper treatment for the suf-
fering multitude.
